Problems and Remedies in New | importance of woven tissues has grown as 

England civilization has advanced. 

The raw materials used in the textile 
industry include cotton, wool, mohair, hemp, 
jute, Camel’s hair, cashmere, alpaca, silk- 
natural, silk-artificial or the so-called rayon, 
vicuna, rabbit’s hair and flax. 

The cost of growth and cultivation, the 
financing, transportation and conversion of 
vast quantities of raw textile materials into 
fabrics for use in the industries run into large 
figures. The further conversion of these 
products into garments, draperies and 
articles of commerce adds still more to the 
great value of the commerce of the world, 
and these products pass further on through 
channels of trade to the final owner, who 


In one of the most interesting surveys on 
the local industrial situation ever heard from 
a local mill man, Nathaniel Stevens, North 
Andover textile manufacturer, for many 

ears a prominent figure in New England 
industries, declared that some remedy must 
be found to cure all our material ills, in his 
address Tuesday noon before the Lions club 
in Lawrence. He brought to his listeners the 
cause of industrial depression, he showed 
them the effect, and in conclusion gave a 
remedy for meeting the set-back sustained by 
the drop NewEngland has taken in the manu- 
facture of cottons and woolens. 

Mr. Stevens’ talk was thorough. He had 
figures on which to base his argument that 
were convincing. It was one of the real 
treats of the year for the Lions club and a 
talk that gave many of the members an inside 
story on conditions as they truly exist today. 
Mr. Stevens’ complete address follows: 

I regret that my business paths have not 

led me into closer contact with the profes- 
sional and business men of Lawrence during 
the many years I have been identified with 
the textile industry, an industry which is so 
vital to the prosperity of the cities located in 
the valley en the Merrimack. Therefore.it is 
a great pleasure to have the opportunity of 
attending this meeting, and I am glad to see 
some of the leading men of Andover are 
active in the Lions club because, after all, 
nothing makes for a better understanding 
between men and communities, and instills 
a feeling of greater cooperative effort than a 
social club founded on the high principles of 
your association. 

Food and raiment are the two great 
essentials in human life; excepting food 
products, textiles are the most important of 
material things in our lives. We are always 
surrounded by them in some form. The 
new-born child is wrapped in woven garments 
and throughout his a 8 life his body will be 
covered and warmed by some kind of woven 
material, and textiles go with us even to our 


almost daily care. I believe it is not over- 
stating to say that the raising of the raw 
textile materials, their conversion by labor, 
and their use by society, create more com- 
merce, and consume more time, than any 
other human effort except that given to the 
growth, manufacture and preparation of 
food products. 

Much of the raw material used in textiles in 
the United States is imported from distant 
and even remote parts of the earth. 

Your suit is probably made of our own 
domestic grown wool, and lined with mohair 
which probably came from Asia Minor, or 
South Africa to a manufacturing plant in 
this country; or it may be made of domestic 
mohair, as we now produce one sixth of the 
world clip, The canvas lining in your suit is 
made of jute transported from Calcutta to 
Scotland, and there made into canvas for 
your tailor’s use. 

My overcoat may be made from camel’s 
hair which some Chinaman combed from a 
camel in far away Manchuria. The hat, 
which I have with me, is made of rabbit’s 
hair imported from Australia. 

I have mentioned these articles to show 
how our manufacturers are the result of the 
gathering together of raw materials from 
many far away countries, and also to demon- 
strate at the same time what a great variety 
of materials we wear, The textile indust: 
is complex, and fundamental to our healt 
and comfort. 

When we think of the textile industry of 
Massachusetts or of New England, we 
visualize some great woolen or cotton mills, 
but we must not overlook the great silk, 
hosiery, carpet and drapery industries, all 
of which are important. 

Why then should an industry which is so 
vital to everyone through a period of 
depression, while the country as a whole is 
enjoying such a run of good business? 

I quote from the statement of the National 
Credit Office of New York of which Mr. A. D. 
Whiteside is the principal, and I believe they 
have the most the most reliable statistics in 
regard to textiles of any association with 
which I am acquained. Mr. Whiteside 
makes the following statement: 

“During the past four and one-half years, 
this Textile Industry has been forced to 
adjust its operations to meet the most 
drastic evolution in the demand for its 
products that any major industry has beea 
compelled to face in modern times. 

“At the same time, with one exception, all 
other major industries, pertieulanty steel, 
automotive and food products have experi- 
enced a continuously expanding demand, 
which has at no time called for constant and 
radical changes in the style and the quanti- 
ties of their product required by their 
markets. i 

“Tt is possible, however, that other in- 
dustries may be verging on a period of re- 
ajustment somewhat similar to that from 
which textiles are now emerging. 

4 measure of the inherent strength of this 
industry may be grasped only by those hay- 
ing a complete understanding of the severity 
of the test it has undergone. 

“For several years prior to 1913, the 
woolen and worsted mills were as prosperous 
relatively as other industries and, when 
they were depressed, it was due to the un- 
favorable conditions prevailing throughout 
the country which atfected all other lines 
similarly.” : 

At the present time, this is not the case, 

It is obvious that the contact between 
supply and demand is out of gear some- 
where. g 

The cogs that represent the piece goods 
manufactured annually or the potential 
producing capacity of the country, and the 
cogs signifying the demand of the cutters and 
the jobbers do not dovetail together, é 

It is a fact that every branch of textile 
manufacturing has experienced dull trade, 
and it is not confined either to cotton, wool, 
or silk;each branch of the industry has a 
similar complaint. During the last thirty 
years, we have had a very large increase In 
the number of spindles and looms in both the 
cotton and silk industries, and during the 
last three years, the demand for goods has 
been less than the productive capacity of the 
mills. This means, that for the present at 
least, the manufacturing plants in the 

United States are overdeveloped, 

We will now consider some of the factors 
which have caused this overdevelopment of 
the industry. 4 ie J

This is an increase of 96 percent but the 
productive capacity is actually very much 
more than 96 percent when we consider the 
improved efficiency and night work in the 
southern mills. The increase in cotton 
manufacturing has been more than twice 
greater than the increase in population. 

The most potent factor which has affected 
the cotton and woolen goods business is the 
tremendous increase in the use of silk fabrics, 
We have become the great silk-consuming 
nation of the world, 

The population of the United States 
represents 7.2 percent of the inhabitants of 
the world. We consume 60 percent of all of 
the raw silk produced in the world. 

In 1900 the importations of raw silk into 
the cnet States amounted to 9,139,617 
unds. 

In 1925 the importations amounted to 
64,290,934 pounds, an increase of 603 per- 
cent. 

The increase in the production of silk 
fabrics since 1920, I estimate as equal to 
more than 17 Wood Worsted Mills. 

During the period the American Nation 
has been using larger quantities of silk 
oe each year, Europe has taken less raw 
silk, 

In 1913-14 Europe imported 57,509 bales 
of Japanese silk. In 1925-26 importations 
dropped to 18,849 bales. During the same 
years the United States increased its impor- 
tations from 143,965 bales to 411,909 bales. 

There is another product which has 
affected our cotton and woolen industries 
and that is the world production of rayon, 
which now amounts to 200,000,000) pounds, of 
which the United States consumes 70,000,000. 

It is not necessary to mention the fact 
which we constantly see, and that is, the 
decreased yardage used by the women. 

The increase in woolen and worsted 
machinery during the last twenty-seven 
years has been very much less than the 
development in cotton machinery. Prior to 
1910 the Wood and Ayer mills were con- 
structed and the Arlington made large addi- 
tions to its worsted machinery. Of late 
years the Shawsheen is the only notable 
addition to the worsted mills. The woolen 
and worsted business has not been sufficiently 
profitable for some years to attract new 
capital. Most of the increase which has been 
made in the industry has been the result of 
small additions to alreadv existing plants. 


I have endeavored to present some of the 
elements which have caused an over-develop- 
ment of the textiJe industry, but as a matter 
of fact, I think we are much more interested 
in the local problems which are not yet 
solved but the solution of which means the 
future prosperity of Lawrence. 

As we all know, the increase in cotton 
spindles which I have mentioned has been 
in the southern states. New England has 
not attracted new capital in the cotton 
business during the last fifteen years, because 
goods can be manufactured Chee in the 
South, especially in the coarser numbers. I 
have seen figures which show conclusively 
that the labor cost on a No. 30 yarn is 6.68 
cents per pound cheaper in the South than in 
the North. A profit of 4 cents per pound on 
gray print cloths pays a good dividend on the 
capital invested in a print cloth mill, so it is 
self-evident that we in New England must 
reduce the cost of manufacturing print 
cloths or go out of the business. 

It is the desire of every person in New 
England that the rate of wages shall be 
maintained if possible, and that rents and 
values of real estate shall not drop to lower 
levels, but are we going to allow the cotton 
mills, which produce goods made from medi- 
um numbers of yarn, located on the banks of 
the Merrimac in the great industrial centres 
from Suncook, New Hampshire to Lawrence, 
Massachusetts, to pass out of existence, or 
are we alive to the seriousness of the situa- 
tion? Will the citizens of these communities 
cooperate to reduce taxes and rents — and 
will labor volunteer to render a service which 
will produce manufactured units at lower 
costs in order that the products of Massa- 
chusetts and New Hampshire cotton mills 
can be sold in competition with those pro- 
duced in any other section of the country? 
Unless we have the courage to look at this 
question of cost squarely and with courage, 
and take some action, coarse cotton manu- 
facturing will gradually cease in Massa- 
chusetts. 

The mills adapted to make very fine yarn 
have a much better opportunity to succeed 
because there are not at present enough fine 
cotton dress goods mills in the South to 
supply the demand when trade conditions 
are normal, but we should make an effort 
to reduce the cost of production in the fine- 
goods mills because, when conditions im- 
prove, and there is an opportunity to further 
develop the industry, the capital will be 
invested in the South and not come to 
Massachusetts, 

The conditions prevailing in the cotton 
industry are somewhat paralleled in the 
woolen and worsted business as far as over- 
production is concerned, but the woolen and 
worsted business does not have the southern 
competition although there are some good 
sized mills in the South, 

The problem we have to meet in the 
woolen and worsted industry is to figure our 
costs on a 50 or 60 product instead of spread- 
ing overhead expenses over a full production 
capacity and then only operating 60 percent 
of our oe and leave an unabsorbed over- 
head to be carried against profit and loss, 
Nearly every large industry in the country is 
overdeveloped and those which are properly 
organized, figure manufacturing costs on a

No general understanding of any nature 
would be necessary either as to profits or the 
looms working, for existing overproduction is 
caused by the pressure to liquidate an 85 
percent or 95 percent of capacity production, 
as a basis to earn a profit, which impels over- 
supplying the market with the resulting 
losses, 

Scientific control of production to meet 
demand requires intelligent restraint on the 
rt of the individual concern and should not 
beyond the realm of possibility of any 
industry. 

For it is evident that only 65 percent or 
75 percent of the capital invested in the po- 
tential means of production of many, if not 
most, industries is employed to meet the 
normal demands for the products marketed. 
The profits earned by the woolen and 
worsted industry, when operating on a 75 
percent (or any other percentage to be de- 
termined) capacity basis if costs are correctly 
adjusted, would be as legitimate and as 
justified and may be just as large as those 
earned when the industry is operating on a 
100 percent capacity, or even on an overtime 
basis, on the present level of selling prices. 

I do not believe it would require an ad- 
ditional cost of more than 50 to 60 cents on a 
suit of clothes to place the woolen industry on 
a paying basis. 

As our textile business is drifting we are 
following the course of nature in business 
which has been likened to a forest where some 
trees are going to decay and woodpeckers are 
building their nests in them, but eventually 
enough of the forest survives to make a valu- 
able piece of woodland. The same idea now 
prevails in the woolen and worsted business 
and to some extent in the cotton industry. 
Some of the weaker units must pass out of 
existence unless order and organization can be 
developed to assist the weaker elements in 
industry and make it possible for them to 
compete in the present highly competitive 
markets. 

Industrially our field of endeavor in New 
England, lies in importing raw materials and 
converting them into finished products. 
When we cannot manufacture in competition 
with other sections of the country, our in- 
dustrial supremacy will cease. 

Capital is now making its sacrifice. When 
will the individual citizens in our communi- 
ties voluntarily do what is necessary in order 
that the great manufacturing units can 


prospert 

They tell us that the textile industries 
amount to only 21.7 per cent of the total 
industries of New England, and say 16 per 
cent of Massachusetts industries, but I am 
sure when one considers the great banking 
and commercial interests which depend on 
the textile industries, including the dealers in 
the raw materials, it means much more to 
New England than 21.7 per cent and much 
more to Massachusetts than 16 per cent. 

A well known manufacturer delivered an 
address in 1917 entitled “Textile, the Buck- 
bone of New England,” and at that time he 
stated that the textile industry comprised 28 
rer cent of all the industries of New England, 

The percentage has now dropped to 21.7 per 
cent of all industries. This is caused by the 
increase in new industries which have been 
established and the development of those 
other than textiles already established. 

If this decrease in percentage of textiles 
continues it will not be many years before we 
shall be unable to say that textiles are the 
backbone of New England industries, but to 
many of our cities and towns, textiles are and 
always will be the very bone and sinew, pro- 
viding the life blood, the homes and general 
prosperity of the communities, 

T have faith in the men and women of New 
England and I feel sure that they will con- 
tinue to keep New England, especially our 
own Commonwealth of Massachusetts, up to 
the highest ideals in her educational, financial 
and public institutions and make it possible 
for her textile indsutry to prosper, and that 
the stockholders will be well treated in order 
that money may with safety be invested in 
our home industries and not be obliged to 
seek investments in other parts of our 
country or in foreign securities,

On Motor Traffic 


Registrar Frank Goodwin has recent- 
ly announced the opening of a campaign 
against defective brakes on motor ve- 
hicles. The past few weeks motorists of 
Boston and other large cities have been 
offered the privilege of having their 
brakes tested, free of charge, under the 
supervision of capable officials. It is 
gratifying to note how many have 
taken advantage of this opportunity. At 
the same time, it is alarming to learn 
what a large proportion of these are 
found to have faulty braking equipment 
on their cars. 

A skillful driver can often ‘‘get by” 
with poor brakes, using his knowledge 
and experience to extricate himself 
from a “tight” place and avoiding 
accidents. There is, however, no reason 
why every driver of a motor vehicle 
should not have his brakes in good con- 
dition. Surely the slight expense and in- 
convenience of having this matter 
attended to, will be amply repaid him in 
the increased safety afforded. The 
requirements are not too high and if the 
brakes are in good condition, the motor- 
ist has no fear of action being taken 
against him. 

Registrar Goodwin, should have the 
support of all motorists and police in 
enforcing this ordinance. The loss of 
registration plates is a rather drastic 
punishment and will be a_ serious 
handicap to many car owners. This 
seems to be the only method of enforcing 
the law, however, as there is no legal 
charge that can be brought against such 
an offender in the courts.

There is much that could be done in 
our own town to better traffic conditions. 
Indiscriminate blowing of whistles and 
unnecessary and confusing orders should 
be eliminated from the police officers’ 
activities. Certainly there should be 
something else to occupy him other 
than shouting remarks to every motorist 
who passes through our Square. If it so 
happens that a headlight has been ex- 
tinguished this is no reason for insulting 
the driver.

fault with the majority of the drivers.

Ernest Mitchell’s Recital on the Martha 
Cochran Memorial Organ 


A very appreciative audience heard the 
splendid organ-recital by Ernest Mitchell, 
organist of Grace Church, New York City, 
formerly of Trinity Church, Boston, in the 
George Washington auditorium last Tuesday 
evening. Mr. Mitchell, considered, we be- 
lieve the premiere pupil of Wallace Good- 
rich, the dean of the New England Con- 
servatory of Music, plays with an excellent 
technique, and his programme was interest- 
ingly varied. As an indication of the high 
standard of recitals by visiting musicians 
which Andover has had the privilege of en- 
joying, it was interesting to note that of the 
eight contemporary composers — we assume 
that Jacob and Mulet are still living — four 
have played in Andover — Barnes (Carillon), 
Vierne, Dupre, and Bonnet. 

It would be difficult to make selections 
from the programme for special comments 
with regard to the performance. One 
wonders in hearing the latter symphonies of 
Widor whether in his endeavour to be more 
scholarly he does not become less interesting 
— the two attributes are of course not neces- 
sarily incompatible. The Bach Toccata, 
last played here by Dupre, is from Bach’s 
earlier period and is characterized by the 
freshness of youth. The pedal ssage with 
its flowing triplets was brilligntly played, as 
was indeed the entire work. The Prayer of 
Franck, which, incidentally, contains the 
most difficult page in the entire Franck, is a 
fine revelation of the devoutly mystical, 
religious nature of the composer. Franck’s 
compositions are, as has been well said, 
really extended improvisations, and must be 
listened to as such. Vierne is a conservative 
radical, and personally, we confess, we prefer 
the two attriby es unmixed, through such an 
opinion is rank heresy in many quarters 
to-day. Dupre’s Toccata, like his improvisa- 
tions upon the Vesper Plain Song settings 
at Emanuel Church some years ago, sounds 
ultra modern for the liturgy of the church and 
certainly rather nervous for so delicate a 
theme as the “Ave Maris Stella”. Bonnet

When to Protect Children From the 
Common Communicable Diseases 
“Every child should be protected against 

diphtheria before it reaches its first birth- 

day”, says Dr. Clarence L. Scamman, 

Director of the Division of Communicable 

Diseases of the State Department of Public 

Health, “as toxin antitoxin is a safe and sure 

method of prevention and the majority of 

deaths océur among small children,” 

“Unfortunately there are no sure methods 
of controlling whooping cough, chicken pox, 
mumps and german measles, 

There is an antitoxin for scarlet fever that 
is of unquestionable value when the child has 
the disease, but it is not recommended as a 
general preventive measure yet. 

In the case of measles, postpone the 
disease until the age of three or four years, if 
possible. Protection by means of ‘measles 
serum has been used successfully to prevent 
and modify this disease. It should be given 
within seven days after the child has been 
first exposed. 

Smallpox is a preventable disease. ‘The 
best time to vaccinate a child is when he js 
two years old as he can lie quietly in his bed 
and not injure his arm in play. The arm will 
not be so sore at this time.

MISSISSIPPI FLOODS AND BUSINESS 


Babson Urges Caution 

Babson Park, Massachusetts, May 18, 
1927. Roger W. Babson was today inter- 
viewed as to the floods in the Mississippi 
Valley region and their effects upon business. 
He states that it is very difficult to get satis- 
factory reports, but from those coming into 
his office his conclusions are as follows: 


Devastation Very Great 


“Without doubt the flood devastations 
have been very great. From a monetary 
point of view they may be classified with the 
Galveston Flood, the Dayton Flood, the San 
Francisco Earthquake, the Baltimore Fire 
and the Florida Hurricane. Considering the 
number of lives lost, the figures are in excess 
of anything in other devastations. The 
number of homeless exceeds anything that 
has taken place before. Therefore, from 
certain points of view, the recent floods have 
been exceedingly serious. 

“The Mississippi Flood is different from 
the other devastations in that the losses are 
largely rural. Although the area devastated 
exceeds anything that has happened in this 
country before, yet large cities have not 
been seriously damaged. The damage has 
largely been in the farming districts. The 
houses swept away have mostly been small 
farm houses and the financial losses have 
been in the form of crops, cattle, and other 
agricultural assets. ‘The losses in cities have 
been confined largely to the following places: 
Fort Smith; Little Rock; Pine Bluff; Arkan- 
saw City; North St. Louis; Greenville, 
Mississippi; and Hickman, Kentucky. 


Business Reactions 

“The immediate effect of these floods has 
been a quickening of business in the flood 
areas. fore lumber has been needed to 
build homes, new seed to plant land, new 
tools to work the land, and new supplies to 
take the place of those washed away. Tem- 
porataily many industries will benefit from 
the flood as there will be a great demand for 
certain supplies to house the homeless and to 
restock business concerns and farmers. This 
has always been the case in times past. 
‘This was true in Dayton and that section of 
Ohio flooded some years ago. Galveston 
experienced a quickened demand for goods 
following the flood in that port. The rail- 
roads to California enjoyed a tremendous 
business for months after the San Francisco 
fire, Experience shows, however, that fol- 
lowing such activity there always comes a 
very severe reaction. 

“Tt is only reasonable to expect that the 
Mississippi River Valley will experience the 
same cycle as was experienced on the East 
Coast of Florida after the Miami Hurricane. 
Last year while the Red Cross money was 
being spent, the Florida East Coast enjoyed 
a great boom. All the railroads did a large 
business, the merchants sold great quantities 
of goods, and labor was in active demand 
with high wages. After the Red Cross money 
was spent, however, there was a tremendous 
reaction from which the East Coast of 
Florida is still suffering today. 1 know of no 
part of the country where business is now so 
flat as in the section of Florida which suffered 
from the hurricane. ‘The industrial prostra- 
tion now existing in Japan is largely a reac- 
tiontion from the activity following the 
earthquake there. The old saying that 
‘the piper must be paid’ is as true of com- 
munities as of individuals, A loss may 
temporarily benefit a few, but ultimately 
every loss harms many, A man may tempo- 
rarily feel better by using a powerful stimu- 
lant, but a reaction follows when later he 
feels worse than he would have felt if he had 
not taken this stimulant. 

Economic Benefits 

“ Notwithstanding the above, I do believe 
there will be certain economic blessings 
following this great Mississippi Flood. The 
first of these will be a greater interest in 
reforestation. For the past fifty years this 
country has been slaughtering its forests in a 
most short-sighted manner, Conservation 
interests have been preaching that in the 
interests of future generations we should 
begin systematic reforestation. These good 
people, however, have received very little 
support. ‘Their appeal was not spectacular 
enough, and unfortunately people cannot be 
aroused without something spectacular, 
Scientists, however, agree that the chief 
cause of the great floods which this country 
is now experiencing is primarily due to 
denuding the country of the forests. They 
believe that the only solution to this problem 
is reforestation. If these floods create a real 
interest in reforestation, not only will future 
floods be lessened, but future generations 
will be provided with lumber. ‘This is a 
distinct benefit which may come about from 
this situation. Reforestation, however, is 
slow work, It takes a considerable time to 
raise a tree. A tree increases in diameter 
only about half an inch a year, so that a ten- 
inch tree is about twenty years old, and in the 
case of many woods the growth is even 
slower, ‘Trees, however, grow more rapidly 
in the South where there is more moisture 
and heat than in the North, 

“The immediate remedy for floods lies in 
the building of dams, ‘This country would 
be suffering today very much more from 
floods than it is, if it were not for the dams 
which the hydro-electric companies have 
been building in all parts of the United 
States. Recently the public has got the idea 


But 


that public utilities are making too much 
money from these dams and so there has 
been some opposition to them. Only re- 
cently Congress appointed a Commission to 
investigate the ‘Hydro-electric Trust’, so 
called. At the hearings then held, the point 
was made by the public utilities that these 
dams are performing a very necessary service 
in flood prevention. These arguments, 
however, were then not taken seriously. 
Now they will be taken seriously. Either the 
hydro-electric companies must be encouraged 
to continue their program of building more 
and greater dams, or the National Govern- 
ment must build these dams themselves in 
order to prevent flood devastation. Hence, 
this Mississippi Valley flood may be the 
means of bringing the public to a realization 
of what they owe the public utilities. This 
may result in giving a further impetus to 
hydro-electric development. 
Mississippi Watershed 

“Tt is difficult to visualize the tremendous 
area covered by the Mississippi Watershed. 
The river, from its source at Lake Itasca 
which was discovered by Schoolcraft in 1832, 


to its outlet in the Gulf of Mexico is 2459* 


miles long. The drainage area of the Missis- 
sippi consists of a million and a quarter 
square miles, or about forty percent of the 
mainland of the United States. This drain- 
age area is divided as follows:

“The above table covers ten states. On 
the banks of the river are four cities of over 
200,000 population. I refer to St. Paul, 
Minneapolis, St. Louis and New Orleans. 
In addition there are 17 other cities with 
populations of over 100,000. The River has 
about 100,000 tributaries of which 240 are 
large enough to figure on statistical charts. 
Steamers can travel on the Mississippi and 
its tributaries some four thousand miles 
without changing cargo. I mention these 
figures that readers may comprehend the 
termendous significance of the problem and 
the vast amount of people who would be 
affected by any national solution of the 
problem. 


General Business Conditions 

“Without doubt the flood has had some 
effect on spring business. In addition to the 
vast number of people that are directly or 
indirectly affected, by the loss of relatives or 
money, there is a psychological effect upon 
the country as a whole. These losses make 
us all come to our senses and think of life in 
its true perspective and see values as they 
really exist. Such contemplation often has 
a depressing effect upon many lines of in- 
dustry. Such effect has come to be evidenced 
already in the case of the Mississippi floods. 


I say this even although certain lines of 


industry have received an impetus owing to 
the replacement demands. Such 
thus far, however, are not evidenced in 
statistics. 

“Railroad earnings are still holding up, 
check transactions are fair, and other 
figures are above normal, The most de- 
clines are evident in connection with the 
building industry and the motor industry. 
These are only to be expected and are 
natural reactions from the tremendous boom 
they have had during the past few years. 
Considering the country as a whole and all 
lines of industry, general business is still 


good, as shown by the Babsonchart, which 
now stands at eight percent above normal, and 
indications are for a fair spring trade in most 


sections.” 


Get A Yearly Overhauling 


—_—— 


“Tf you would live longer and stay younger 
take as good care of your health as you do of 
your business,” states Dr. Mary R. Lakeman 


of the State Department of Public Health. 


“Every up-date-to business man takes an 
inventory of his stock at least once a year. 


Are you giving your body the same care? A 
health inventory does not mean merely a 
hasty chest examination but a thorough over- 
hauling by a doctor interested in keeping well 
people well, a systematic survey of the in- 
dividual, noting habits of working, playing, 
sleeping and eating, personal and family 
history, as well as the examination of the 
various organs to discover how well they are 
working. 

Why hesitate to have an early physical 
examination for fear of finding out that 
something is wrong. ‘This is as foolish as fail- 
ing to inquire when you are motoring if you 
are on the wrong road, for in both cases the 
farther you go the worse off you are. If 
something is wrong now is the time to find it 
out. Do not take any chances, If no trouble 
is discovered an early overhauling will give a 
you a reassurance that some fear of grave 
disease is unfounded. It will give you a 
better knowledge of your own limitations and 
your chance for a long life. 

Your watch, your sewing machine, your 
automobile are frequently overhauled to 
have the parts tightened before they fall to 
pieces. “The human body is the only 
machine for which there are no spare parts, 
hence, the reducing of wear and tear is the 
one way to lengthen life.” 

If every person would have such an over- 
hauling this spring and would follow the 
directions given by the doctor there would be 
many thousands of people alive and in good 
health April 1928 who would otherwise be 
overcome by sickness and even death.”

Federal Building Program Lacks 
Architects and Engineers 


The United States Civil Service Com- 
mission states that it has not received 
enough applications for positions of archi- 
tects and engineers to meet the needs of the 
Supervising Architect in connection with the 
$165,000,000 public buildings program re- 
cently authorized by Congress. 

Examinations are open for assistant 
architects, associate architects, assistant 
structural engineers and assistant architect- 
ural engineers. Entrance salaries range from 


$2,400 to $3,000 a year. Higher-salaried 
positions are filled through promotion. 


Application for the positions named will be 
received by the Commission until June 30. 

The Supervising Architects’ Office reports 
considerable progress in the execution of the 
authorized program. A number of buildings 
in various parts of the country are under 
construction and plans are being made for 
others. 

Of the $165,000,000 authorized, $50,000,- 
000 is to be spent in Washington, D. C., for 
much needed buildings. It is expected that 
the next Congress will authorize the purchase 
of the entire triangle between Pennsylvania 
Avenue and the Mall, approximately a mile 
in length, for the erection of public buildings 
along the south side of Pennsylvania Avenue 
from the Capitol to the Treasury. The 
consummation of this plan will make Penn- 
Arana Avenue a grand boulevard, as it 
should be. Now it is a distinct disappoint- 
ment to those who visit the National Capital 
for the first time. 


Average Man Worth 98 Cents 


‘The average man’s market value is 
98 cents” reports the National Dairy, Coun- 
cil from some recent scientific research. 

“Chemically speaking the average man 
5 ft. 10 in. high weighing 150-lbs. is made of 
the following substances: 

Enough fat to make 7 bars of soap. 

Enough iron to make a nail of medium 
size. 

Enough sugar to fill a shaker. 

Enough lime to whitewash a chicken coup. 

Enough phosphorus to make 2200 match 
tips. 

Enough magnesium for a dose of magnesia. 

Enough potassium to explode a toy can- 
non. 

‘Together with a little sulphur. 

In eating three meals a day people should 
think in terms of sufficient fat, sugar and 
minerals to keep up these general propor- 
tions. Most important of all these are the 
minerals. 

A recent bulletin of the State Department 
of Public Health gives the necessary amount 
of minerals for each day’s food supply as 
follows: 

Whole milk —one pint for adults; one 
quart for children. 

One egg. 

One serving of meat, or fish, or dried beans 
or cheese. 

One potato. 
One er serving of a leafy vegetable. 

One serving of whole grain bread or 
cereal, 

A serving of fruit. 

If you would keep your value at the 98 
cent market it san be wise to check up on 
your diet and see if it includes these mineral- 
containing foods,

Attend Women’s Club Conference | FISH AND GAME CLUB

Children Take Part in Flood Relief 


Children the country over are sorry for the 
little boys and girls who have lost their 
homes, and wish to help them. Many evi- 
dences of this spirit are received at the 
National Headquarters of the American 
Red Cross. When the small pupils of Miss 
Tomlin’s School in Washington gave a bene- 
fit performance for the National Children’s 
Fund of the Junior Red Cross, a little girl of 
her own initiative wrote a letter to President 
Coolidge enclosing two tickets. In reply she 
received a personal note from the President 
with a $5 bill. It was in the name of the 
children who had lost all in the flood that 
another tiny miss, the daughter of Com- 
mander Theodore Stitt of the Veterans of 
Foreign Wars, handed to Mr. Coolidge a 
check for $500 from the veterans’ organiza- 
tion, to be expended by the Red Cross. 

The real task of the Junior Red Cross, in 
which more than 5,000,000 children are 
enrolled, will come after the swollen waters 
of the Mississippi have subsided. In both 
the Midwestern tornado of two years ago and 
the Florida hurricane of last Fall, the Junior 
branch did notable work. 

It was found that the tornado had left an 
impression of fear upon the tender minds of 
children so that they became prematurely 
serious, even to forgetting how to play. Not 
only did the Junior units of the schools over 
the country send in toys, books and much- 
needed clothing, but under trained workers 
playgrounds were set up, and in the case of 
two destroyed towns community centers 
were built, so that the children lost their 
old fright and nightmares over tornadoes and 
became healthy and happy. 

In Florida, Junior Red Cross clothing 
distribution centers were established in 
several central points in the hurricane area. 
These supplies of clothing came from more 
fortunate children in different parts of the 
country. As the storm occurred only a few 
months before Christmas, the Junior organ- 
ization planned to bring Santa Claus into the 
poorest homes. Its workers obtained the 
name, age and address of every small victim, 
On Christmas Eve, each child who had 
passed through the disaster received four 
gifts, addressed in name. There was one 
useful gift, one book, one toy and a Christ- 
mas stocking filled with nuts and candies. 
Moreover, these gifts were suitable to the 
age and sex of the recipient. 

The National Children’s Fund of the Jun- 
ior Red Cross consists of voluntary contribu- 
tions made by children for the benefit of 
children. The money is expended wherever 
it will do the most good, in each instance the 
Juniors, themselves, being given a voice in 
determining the use to which it is put. 
Sometimes donations are made for the small 
refugees of foreign disasters. This year 
Junior energies and finances will be devoted 
to the Mississippi flood area, after the 
children are brought back to their ruined 
homes on water-soaked land.
